MARSEILLES, Oct, 9, King 


Alexander of Yugoslavia and Louis | 


Barthou, foreign minister of 
France, were assassinated today as 
the Yugoslav monarch came to 
France in an effort to improve 
Yugoslav-French relations, 

Alexander died of three wounds 
in the chest, 


Barthou was shot in the left 
arm and one lege but he died as 
surgeons labored toward piving 
him a blood transfusion 


The shots which struck the king 
and Barthou were part of a fusil- 
lade of about 20 fired, 

They were shot down by two as- 
Sailants as they rode in an auto- 
mobile, receiving the cheers of the 
population, through the  flag-be- 
decked streets of Marseilles, 

One of the assassins was killed 
outright by the police. The other 
was wounded and captured, 

The visit of Alexander to France 
was regarded as of great diplomat- 
to France and the 
little entente, of which Yugoslavia 
is # part, 

Alexander had been greeted on 
his procession through the city by 
cheering throngs, 

He was riding in the first auto- 
mobile of the procession past the 
stock exchange when the shots 
cracked out. His car was riddled 
by shots and was the only automo- 
bile to be hit. 

The dying king was taken at 
once to the prefecture where sur- 
geons began their emergency work 
in an effort to save his life, but 
their efforts were in vain, 

The assassin was described as a 
man of about 40 years and a Czech, 

Almost as soon as the gshots 
were fired, the French government 
clamped a tight censorship upon 
dispatches of the tragedy. The 
censorship lasted 40 minutes, but 
the news stories already had been 
sent abroad and the ban on the 
news was lifted, 

Barthou was not the only French 
to be wounded, Gen, AIl- 
phonse Joseph Georgius of the 
French superior war council also 
was injured. 

All three the shots which 
wounded him struck Alexander in 
the chest, Death came to him in 
an hour, 

All the street was thrown into 
turmoil, making immediate identi- 
fication of the participants diffi- 
cult, but when a semblance of 
order had been restored, it appear- 
ed that there were two assassins. 

One of them, not immediately 
identified, was shot and killed by

ASSINS BULLETS 


Several persons in the crowd 
grouped around the monarch's au- 
tomobile also were wounded, ap- 
parently by the fussilade of assas- 
sins’ bullets, 

Alexander I, born the second son 
of an exiled prince of Serbia, be- 
jcame by dint of suceessive wars 
first the regent of an expanded 
Serbia and then monarch of the 
| greatest south Slav state in his- 
tory, the modern kingdom of Yu- 
groslavia, 

Created first as “the kingdom of 
the Serbs, Coats and Slovenes,” the 
domain's title was changed by Al- 
exander on October 8, 1929, to 
conform to his program of wiping’ 
out centuries-old racial antagon- 
|isms among the various branches 
of the south Slavs and knitting 
| them together under a new nation- 
al consciousness. It proved a pro- 
longed and troublesome task. 

After struggling for eight years 
with political parties whose quar- 
rels culminated in a shooting af- 
fray on the floor of parliament, 
the king on January 6, 1929, pro- 
claimed himself dictator, clapped 
on a strict censorship, abolished all 
political parties, wiped out the an- 
cient provinces and divided the 
country instead into nine “banats” 
and the federal district of Bel- 
grade, A new constitution, put 
into effect by decree September 8, 
1931, restored a parliamentary 


form of government but concen- 
trated executive powers in the 
monarch, 

In the international field the 


new kingdom encountered difficui- 
lies with its neighbors Italy, Al- 


bania, Bulgaria, and Austria—over 
frontier questions, the rights of 
alien residents and activities of 


Suvresive Yugoslavians across the 
borders, 

The brighter side of this picture 
was found in the little entente, an 
alliance of Yugoslavia, Rumania 
and Czechoslavakia, backed by 
France and pledged to perpetua- 
tion of the international boundaries 
established by the post-war trea- 
ties. From this political back- 
fround the entente developed a 
considerable measure of economic 
unity and Alexander played his 
part in both fields. 

Opposition to Alexander several 
limes took violent form, On three 
occasions attempts were made to 
assassinate him and he was the in- 


but he escaped harm. 

Alexander was born December 
17, 1888, at Cettinje, capital of the 
now extinet kingdom of Montene- 
gro. He was the second son of 
Prince Peter Karageorgevich, then 
}in exile from Serbia. His mother 
was a daughter of King Nicholas 
of Montenegro,

GIN CERTIFICATES ARE MADE 
AVAILABLE TO ALA, FARMERS 

AUBURN, Ala.—Farmers in 
Alabama, where official estimates 
indicate there will be a shortage 
of about 100,000 cotton tax-exemp- 
tion certificates, will be able to 
purchase all the certificates they 
need at four cents a pound in- 
stead of paying 5.6 cents a pound 
tax levied on the ginning of cot- 
ton by the Bankhead Cotton Con- 
trol Act. 


Assurance that there will be 
more than enough certificates 
available at this price is shown 


by the fact that excess cotton in 
states that have produced above 
their Bankhead quota amounts to 
only 431,223 bales, while excess 
certificates in states where pro- 
duction is below the Bankhead 
quota amount to 1,639,474 one- 
bale certificates. 

Although Alabama, as a whole, 
will need to purchase certificates, 
some individual farmers with poor 
yields will have surplus certificates 
for sale. If they cannot sell them 
to other farmers within their 
county, they can turn them into 
the national pool.

RATS AND MICE DESTROY 
HALF MILLION ANNUALLY 


AUBURN, 4la.—-A loss of more 
than one-half million dollars an- 
nually.to Alabama farmers prob- 
ably results from the wanton de- 
struction of stored grains and feed 
stuffs by rats and mice. 

Exact figures for the state are 
not available but it is authorita- 
tively known that one rat will con- 
sume at least $2 worth of food 
a year. Conservatively estimating 
10 rats to be the average infesta- 
tion on each of the 257,000 Ala- 
bama farms, the above figure ap- 
pears to be well within the annual 
loss to the state, 

Not only are these rodents high- 
ly destructive and expensive to 
harbor on farm premises but they 
are definitely known to spread cer- 
tain human diseases and insect 
pests such as fleas. Since rats 
and mice feed mostly at night the 
full extent of their damage is not 
readily in evidence. 

Now is the time for farmers to 
go the limit in controlling rats, 
says Prof. J. M. Robinson, of the 
Auburn department of entomology- 
zoology. ‘The food supply of these 
rodents will soon be exhausted in 
the fields and they will in increas- 
ing numbers seek shelter and food 
in barns and houses where grain 
is stored. Rats and mice will be 
a serious menace this winter to 
the large corn and peanut crop 
which constitute their favorite 
foods, he added. 

Excellent information is avail- 
able without cost to any farmer 
who wishes to reduce the loss on 
his farm caused by rats. If not 
obtainable at the office of the 
county agent, the following bulle- 
tins may be obtained from the 
U. S. Department of Agriculture: 
Leaflet No. 65, “Red Squill Powder 
in Rat Control;” Farmers’ Bulle- 
tin No. 1533, “Rat Control; and 
Farmers’ Bulletin No. 1638, “Rat 
Proofing Buildings and Premises.”

DREYFUS IS 75 


Press dispatches noting the 75th 


bythday of Alfred Dreyfus, spent 
in a Paris hospital, recalled one 
of the most celebrated c of 
persecution of modern times, in 
which an innocent man’s life was 
wrecked through forged and per 


jured testimony. 

In 1894, when a eaptain in the 
French army, Dreyfus was con 
victed of offering to sell military 
secrets to a foreign power, pre- 
sumably Germany, and sentenced 
to life imprisonment. After being 
publicly degraded before his regi- 
ment, his sword broken and all} 
insignia of rank stripped from his 
uniform, he was sent to Devil's 
Island, a French penal station off 
the coast of South America, 

The Dreyfus case agitated 
France for several years. In 1898 
Colonel Henry of the war office 
confessed to forging a document 
against Dreyfus, and committed 


}1t is his practice to place 


suicide. A new trial resulted in a 
10-year sentence for Dreyfus, but 
with a recommendation to merey, 
and he was pardoned by President 
Loubet in 1899, He was finally 
vindicated by the highest French 
court in 1908 and restored to the 
army with the rank of major. 

He never fully recovered from 
the effects of the terrible ordeal 
through which he had passed, but 
continued in the army, and served 
with distinction during the World 
War, in which his son was killed 
in action, In 1919 he was deco- 
rated with the Cross of the Legion 
of Honor and retired. Since then 
he has withdrawn from society and 
lives a most secluded life. 

BPreyfus is in feeble health and 
almost blind, and his main oceu- 
pation is collecting postage stamps 
to be left to his favorite grand- 
son. He has neyer publicly dis- 
cussed the great injustice from 


clouded his life. 

When he was falsely accused of 
treason he was considered one of 
the brightest of young French of- 
ficers, standing among the first 10 
graduates of the School of War, 
and a member of the general 
Staff. Forgery and perjury on the 
part of his enemies probably pre- 
vented his rise to the highest 
rank, He reached only the rank 
of lieutenant-colonel,

he places the straw and. stalks 
just as IT have been telling and he 
then piles on the dirt. When he 
is through putting on his dirt you 
can only see the very top edge of

it will save us many bushels of 
potatoes if we will only use it 
We often see rusty syrup buckets 
lying around on the farm but you 
do not find any on the farm of 
this old darkey, He says that an 
old empty rusty syrup bucket is 
about the most useful thing on 
his place, Suppose you try this 
just one time. It will not cost 
you a thin dime and it might save 
you many bushels of potatoes. You 
might also pass the word out to 
your neighbors and thereby help 
them to save that which they have 


made, Thousands of bushels of 
potatoes will be lost this winter 
because they are not properly 


stored.

I'm having some inquiries about 
how to ascertain when it is the 
proper time to make up your cane 
Syrup. There is no rule that I 
know of as to when your cane is 
mature, Sugar cane does not real- 
ly mature in this climate, as it 
will grow for several years if the 
cold does not stop it. The one 
thing’ you should keep in mind is 
to allow your cane to grow just as 
long as you can without injury 
from frost. It is nothing but a 
simple guess as to when the first 
damaging frost or freeze will come. 
If a severe cold spell comes un- 
expectedly your best bet is to cut 
your cane down at onee and pile 
it in the patch, It will not dam- 
age very much in niles. If frost 
is real late it is best to go ahead 


and make up your syrup before 
the cold comes. There is one very 
g00d advantage in cutting your 


cane and placing it in piles and 
that is, the top of the cane stalk 
will draw out all the surplus water 
from the red cane which saves 
you a lot of cooking of the juice. 
There is one very serious objection 
to cutting your cane and placing 
it in piles and that is that you 
destroy the food value of the fod- 
der and tops. Sallie raves when 
we cut our cane and pile it. She 
wails the cane tops for her milk 
cows and the fodder for the dry 


cows. When we strip. our cane 
Sallie has the hands stack the 
cane tops as they go. She will 


not allow them to mix the tops 
with the fodder as she says the 
tops are much better for her cows. 
We generally have several stacks 
of cane tops and they certainly 
do help out with the dry cows. If 
it is properly cured the cows and 
hogs are wild about it, If you 
allow it to get musty they will 
not relish it very much. TI have 
seen stacks of cane fodder which 
the cows would not eat if they 
could get anything else. TI have 
also seen stacks of cane tops which 
mules would eat in preference to 
hay. It all depends on how you 
Save your cane fodder and tops. 
The one point which I desire to 
make is this: no good farmer is 
going to waste his cane fodder. 
It is good feed, good bedding for 
your cows and mules and is also 
of some fertilization value. It

stack the cane tops as we go, 
cutting them off, and we then 
stack the fodder before we cut 
down the cane In other words, 


we save it all and we save it as 
we go There is another advan- 
tage in saving your cane fodder 
as you go and that is you can 
cover your cane stubbles before 
frost falls on them, If you want 
to save your sugar cane stubbles 
you should cover them up each 
night as you cut your cane down, 
If the frost falls on the cut stub- 
ble it will cause it to sour, which 
generally destroys the eyes on that 
Stubble almost to the bottom. If 
the stubble is sappy it will destroy 
every eye on that root, If you 
will cover your stubbles before 
the cold affeets them they will 
not sour below the first unbruised 
joint and the next year you will 
have a better stand of cane than 
you had the first year, We have 
so many men who call themselves 
farmers but who never put forth 
the first effort to save their cane 
stubbles or their cane fodder, Most 
of these men are poor men and 
most of them buy syrup and hay, 
As a rule the farmer who does not 
save his cane fodder of his stub- 
bles is out of a job during the 
winter months and is always com- 
plaining about the fact that he 
eannot get a job which will en- 
able him to buy meat, bread and 
Syrup for his family, May the 
good Lord have pity on such a 
farmer! If that farmer had Sallie 
for his wife for about three years 
she would get all that laziness 
and cussedness out of him so com- 
pletely that he would not even be 
able to remember how trifling he 
once was. The farmer who goes 
to town every week and who sits 
around the country store for hours 


each week belongs to this class 
of men who do not save cane 
stubbles or fodder.

['m generally talking about the 
men on the farm and telling’ you 
how they waste their time and 
their produce, but I'm now ready 
to tell the ladies something. It 
costs us one-fourth the value of a 
bucket of syrup to buy the can 
to put it in, This cost is not so 
high, provided we use that can 
as we should. The average house- 
wife on the farm never uses the 
same syrup bucket twice for syrup. 
They are used for soap, nails, 
eggs, flower pots and dozens of 
other things when we know full 
well that they are not suited for 
those uses. A syrup bucket is 
worth just as much for syrup the 
secund year as it is the first if it 
is properly protected. It is foolish 
for us to be buying Syrup buckets 
each year. Just such conduct is 
what keeps us poor and most of 
us are bound to remain poor as we 
do not endeavor to change and 
Improve our way of living... When 
a syrup bucket has been emptied 
it should be cleaned with water 
and then placed in the oven of the 
stove to dry. Do not get it too 
hot but be sure to dry it thorough- 
ly. Then place tne lid on it so 
the air cannot get in it and store 
it away for the next fall. If it 
is properly done your bucket will 
be just as bright on the inside as 
you want it to be. That house- 
wife who wants to have something 
is not going to allow her syrup 
buckets to be used for everything 
imaginable on the farm when oth- 
er things should be used. She is 
going to guard those buckets and 
Save them under lock and key, 
The wife who does this one thing 
will saye enough to buy herself a 
nice dress and a pair of shoes. But 
if you will show me a woman in 
vags I'll show you a woman who 
buys new syrup cans each fall for 
her syrup. Farming folks must 
Save everything and that includes! 
Syrup buckets. If you will only 
stop and think you can readily 
see why so many of us are poor. 
Three words tell the whole story: 
ignorance, indifference and lazi- 
ness. The thing we need to do is 
tc check up on ourselves and get 
in line. Let me plead with you 
to sit down some day and go over 
your case and look at it just as 
the other fellow would. Do not 
try to find fault with the other 
fellow or eyen approve what he 
is doing but put all your time 
on yourself, and as soon as you 
find the real trouble, g0 about 
correcting it. You can have the 
§00d things of life if you will only 
use your brain to direct your hands 
and keep your hands busy. If it 
is ignorance that is troubling you, 
try to inform yourself on those 
things which hold you down. If 
it is indifference make yourself 
wake up. And if it is laziness 
Snap out of it and you will be sur- 
prised how easily you can bring 
all the good things to your com- 
mand. Most of us are poor bhe- 
cause we allow ourselves to be poor.

PRACOCH’S TAX LETTER

Mr, taxpayer, the law requires 
that your previous years assess- 
ment be given by the assessor on 
the first column of your assess- 
ment sheet, the next or second 
column is for the taxpayer's esti- 
mate of value, the next or third 
column is for the assessor's value 
that is required of him by law as 
explained in a previous letcer to 
the editor However there is no 
specified time for him to fix his 
values of your property but it is 


not a final valuation or a legal 
assessment until his values are 
fixed. There is a time limit for 


him to fix his value on your prop- 
erty, This is one of the important 
things that we elect an assesor 
for and a duty by law that he 
should not shun or shirk. I have 
been giving in some assessments 
as agent for some of the taxpayers 
and the assessor has refused to 
fix his values at the time of as- 
sessment and says that this is un- 
der instructions from the State 
tax commission and that he was 
going to let me as their agent and 
the commissioners fix the values, 
You should know where the as- 
sessor stands in the valuing of 
your property the same as the 
commissioners stand in the valu- 
ingy of your property. The assess- 
or's value is part of the fixing of 
the values on your property the 
same “as the commissioners. They 
are the first to fix the values of 
your property and the last unless 
the state tax commission sets it 
aside und orders a new valuation. 
When will the law of justice in 


valuation be meted out to the 
overburdened taxpayer of real 
property?
